Among those to whom this regulation 
furnishes a protection against undesir­ 
able intrusion are some who have fol­ 
lowed the Arabian custom of silently 
stealing aw ay after due folding of tents, 
but have omitted to settle with their 
grocers, butchers anti milkmen 
The 
anxious creditors, on seeking from the 
letter carrier or ut the postoffice for aid 
in finding the delinquents, are confronted 
with this rule and retire from the 
search buttled. Au Ingenious man, bow 
ever, whose business is that of a collect­ 
or of such debts, has hit upon a method 
of smoking out these modest anil retir- 
in# nomads, and ha* pracfcksad ^ with 
■access. 
His plan is to send tach of 
them a circular bearing a heading which 
gives the impression that he is in the 
express business, and informing th* re­ 
cipient that he hue a package for him 
which he is unable to deliver for luck of 
knowledge of his present address, to 
which it will be promptly dispatched 
OU receipt of the necessary information. 
This circular is directed to the former 
address of the man who is “ w anted,” 
and is then redirected and forwarded 
by the postman to that which ha* been 
confided to the postoffice. 
Inspired by 
wild hopes as to the possible value of 
the package, the debtor takes the wily 
author of the circular also into his con 
Alienee, Ki nds him bis new address and 
awaits the arrival of the mysterious 
bundle, only to find too late that men 
betray. He receives a call from hts cred­ 
itor’* representative, with demand for 
an immediate settlement or threat of a 
lawsuit. Thus does t he cunning pursuer 
of the oft flitting debtor bring t*» naught 
the august mandate of th*; government 
—New York Tribune.

m inute that she is under way, posted 
till the Weather side and able w ith a 
touch and a glance to gunit* her, to 
in vc h**r liackw crd or forward, and to 
know w bhoot, asking w hether each of 
bis orders is being ots'yisl promptly by 
the in* ii and ineuhauisiu toiling down 
in the hold. 
"B o w ," he continued, moving to 
near tim center of the bridge “ is the 
el* ctrl** or ra agt rn so t

“ We have. however another indicator 
here, ” and he lunched a button which 
lighted up a translucent dial just under 
th** coping of the bridge bulwark, 
“ which tells us ut cv* ry moment just 
w hat the engines ar** doing.” 
This tiial was jx rhaps afoot long aud 
narrow, w ith indicator point resting ut 
tho tim e a t a /.* ro m ark ut its renter. 
On either Side were graduated aculea 
w ith numbers. “ The num bers,” iii** of- 
tie* r said, “ represent the revolutions 
js r m inute which the screw is making, 
aud w lien the point gts*s over one way 
tile screw is working ahead, and w hen 
it gis*s over the Other wuy it is going 
aback. 
Then* is the Other indicator for 
the tidier screw, 
All the signal uppu 
rat us is iu duplicate also. ” 
T urning tie ii, he pointed to an eire 
trie button in tile front of the pilot 
In usa 
“ T hat blows the w histle,” Ii* 
said. 
Thi n he pointed aft to where th* 
w histle stands iii front, of the forward 
funnel and indicated two electro m ag­ 
nets, which, when the current goes 
through their wires, draw open th* 
w histle valve mid let the steam into its 
hours*- throat. 
W ithin the 
pilot house 
he then 
showed 
another electric eontrivane* 
which, in connection w ith aolts-k uiove- 
uieut, sounds the w histle autom atically 
for tau seconds iii every m inute duriiq 
fogs. 
Beside th at was a set of nine electric 
switches. 
“ These, “ he said, “ are for 
the ship's lights. These un* for the must 
head lights, and tho others for the port 
aud starboard bow lights. 
There ar* 
throe separate sets of wires to each light 
and two lamps iii each. 
lf u lamp goes 
out, this little bell rings and another 
lam p is switched into circuit at once. “ 
Except for the carefully shtuied elec­ 
tric lights iii tho pilothouse, this was 
all of that sort of apparatus there, but 
the steering wheel aud its manner of 
operation were as interesting in another 
way. 
II :'o, w ith hardly un effort, one man 
can control the great rudder of the ship 
w ith the certainty and ease w ith which 
In* m ight that of the smallest sailboat. 
It is a simple thing. The wheel merely 
op* rales a pump, w hich in turn injects a 
oolui .u of glyoeriu through siuull brass 
pip* s to a cylinder aft, where the ru d ­ 
der head comes up aud the plunger iii 
tins cylinder opens mid closes u steam 
valve. 
Just back of tho officers’ quarters 
stands a ventilator, which connects w ith 
those quarters. Others, liko it, but big­ 
ger, along the ship’s upper deck connect 
w ith and supply air to all parts of the 
ship except th*- boiler rooms. 
These 
have their own plain shafts. In each of 
the ventilating shafts is un electric mo­ 
tor driving a fan. 
Instead of trusting 
for the entry of uir to the wind blowing 
into the old fashioned wideopen mouths 
of tin* ventilators these new* ones force 
the air down just as it may be wanted 
by the electrically driven fans. Beneath. 
the fans again are coils of steam pipe* 
and in cold weather the air is warmed 
by these lief ore it enters tile saloons, 
staterooms and other living parts of the 
ship. 
“ Down below ," said the officer final­ 
ly, “ there are many mon* uses to w hich 
electricity is put on the ship, and then 
there are In r engines— but that is u re­ 
gion where I ain as unacquainted us you 
are. It takes long enough for one to get 
acquainted w ith the parts of such a big 
•hip th at one has to know about. I have 
been als lard the Ht. Paul ever since she 
has btH-n running, and there are Iota a t 
thing* about lu r which I ought to know 
thut I don’t know yet, such as where to 
find anything in a hurry in her store­ 
rooms. 
Hhe is u great ship, I can tell
